Nash Exports tot 
October Gain 82% 


Kenosha, Wis., Nov. 8—October 
was the biggest export month in the 
history of the Nash Motors Com- 
pany, more Nash cars being shipped 
to overseas points during the last 
month than in any other single pre- 
ceding month in the eleven years 
since the company was organized.

the automobile should not be tax 
free while the railroads pay $90,- 
000,000 in corporation taxes, and 
that the motor car is a “semi- 
luxury.” 

Declaring that automobile owners 
have no quarrel with the railroads, 
Mr. Henry said, however, they must 
protest against attempts of Secre- 
tary Mellon to becloud the issue by 
tying in the question of Federal aid 
for roads, adding that Congress has 
never considered the one as in any 
sense dependent upon the other. 

“The excise tax was put on motor- 
ists e6 a war tax,” Mr. Henry said, 
“has been continued for ten years, 
and in all fairness to those who 
have paid $1,.068,000,000 on the war 
debt, should be removed first in any 
program of tax relief.” 

As a result of the arguments 
presented before the House Com- 
mittee yesterday, elimination of 
all war-time “nuisance” taxes, in- 
cluding the automobile purchase 
levy, appears likely in the recom- 
mendations to Congress on the 
new revenue bill. 

Widespread dissatisfaction with 


continuance of admissions and dues 
'|taxes ten years after the war, to- 


gether with demands pouring in 
upon members of Congress from the 
automobile and rural centers for 
abolition of the auto levy, indicates 
that the movement has gained great 
headway. 

An unofficial poll of the House 
Committee indicates that these 
taxes will be repealed if the tax 
slice decided upon reaches $300,- 
000,000. The drive to remove the 
motor tax will be led on the floor 
of the House by Representatives 
Grant M. Hudson and Clarence Mc- 
Leod, Republicans, both from Mich- 
igar’s automobile centers. 

A compromise plan to reduce 
the nation’s taxes $321,000,000 a 
year will be proposed by the Dem- 
ocratic members of the committee, 
Representative John N. Garner, 
minority leader, said today. He 
said that he probably would intro- 
duce the bill which he offered last 
year, adding that revised estimates 
received from the Treasury are to 
the effect that a reduction of 
$321,000,000 will be possible.

ITH the resignation last week of W. A. Ryan as gen- 

eral sales manager of the Ford. Motor Company that 
organization loses another veteran who helped carry it to 
the great success it achieved.

Anovcher factor in credit sales is 
that a much greater experience is 
necessary than would be required 
on a cash basis. The tire man going 
into credit selling must be a good 
judge of human nature and mus!

ization capable of this work. 

Remember, that unless working 

capital is extremely large in pro- 
portion to sales the easiest mis- 
take is to allow down payments 
to become too small. The down 
payment should be large enough 
to give the purchaser a feeling of 
ownership—large enough to make 
him reasonably careful with his 
tires—large enough to make him 
feel that payments must be kept 
up so that he will not lose what 
he has already invested. At no 
time should the unpaid balance 
due be less than the resale value 
of the tire, and all payments 
should be arranged so that they 
are completed before the pur- 
chaser begins to feel that his tires 
are old.
